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To the Office: 

The applicants are in receipt of an Office Action mailed by the Office on March 
19, 2008. Claims 41-54 and 56-67 are pending in this application. In the Office Action, 
the Office has allowed claim 63 and has indicated that claims 42-46 and 65 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitation of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Further, the Office has set forth rejections for claims 41, 47- 
54, 56-62, 64, 66 and 67. The applicants have reviewed the Office's position and have 
met with the Examiner for this case to review information regarding the cited art and the 
claimed invention. The applicants submit that this response fully addresses each issue 
raised in the Office Action and the Office's attention to this matter is greatly appreciated. 



Summary of Interview
